semiautomatic handgun (serial number K180466), in furtherance of a crime of violence for
which he may be prosecuted in a court of tﬁc United States, namely, the robbery of the
North American Banking Company, located in Apple Valley, Minnesota, the deposits of
which were then insured by the Federal Depo.sit Insurance Corporation; .all in violation of

Title 18, United States Code, Section 924(c)(1)(A)(ii).

Counts 1 and 2 of this Indictment are hcreby'fea]]eged apd incor.porated'as if fully
set forth herein by reference, for the purpose of alleging forfeitures pursuant to Title 18,

Upon coqviction of the offenses alleged in Counts 1 and 2 of the Indictment, the
defendant shall forfeit to the United States pursuant to Title 18, United States Code,
Section 924(d)(1), any firearm with accessories or any ammunition involved in or used in
the offenses, including a Kimber Warrior, .45 caliber semiautomatic handgun (sérial‘
